THE proposed development 
of a ‘care village’ for elderly 
people on the outskirts of 
Wye has revived concerns for 
picturesque village’s future. 

The development would be on part 
of the agricultural college’s empty 
buildings at Withersdane Hall. 

The Victorian house and gardens 
were developed by Imperial College to 
provide a conference centre and 
accommodation for staff and students

at the main campus in the village. 

But a developer now wants to knock 
down the modem buildings and con¬ 
struct a scheme aimed at housing 


about 150 elderly people. Villagers say 
they have only just discovered the full 
details of the scheme by making a 
Freedom of Information Act request. 

They claim the parish council has 
known about the plan since August. 

Mary Braithwaite, who obtained the 
information, said: “The parish council 
has been sitting on this information. 

“They have had many opportunities 
to inform the village. We don’t know 
why they haven’t.” 

Two years ago villagers waged a 
campaign against Imperial College 
after it was discovered the campus 
owner wanted to build a science park

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Park comes to 
the rescue of 
endangered 
music festival 


POLICE will be out in force 
this week at Port Lympne 
as 10,000 students arrive 
for a music festival. 

The event, called Beach Break 
Live, was forced to make a last- 
minute relocation to the wild animal 
park on Wednesday. 

Running till Friday, the festival 
was planned to be held in St Agnes 
in Cornwall. 

But the location fell through a 
week before it was set to begin and 
ticket holders received frantic mes¬ 
sages asking them to sit tight, until 
it was finally relocated to the wildlife 
and safari park that played host to 
the Z008 festival last summer. 

Tickets cost students 84 pounds 
and the line-up includes Dizzee 
Rascal, the Zutons and Hadouken. 

Eddie Hill, business development 
manager at Port Lympne said: ‘We 
are very grateful to Beach Break 
Live for the donation they’ve made. 

“In difficult times, this will go a 
long way to help support Port 
Lympne Wild Animal and we are 
delighted to have them involved.” 

But locals hoping to see some of the 
top acts will be disappointed. Tickets 
are sold and only UCAS card holders 
can attend the private event. 

Celia Norowzian, founder of Beach 
Break Live said: “I can’t say how 
delighted we are. This has been a 
heartbreaking few weeks and we feel 
like a miracle has happened.” 

After issues with leftover litter at 
last year’s Z008 festival, organisers 
have pledged a green team of 80 peo-

pie working day and night to man¬ 
age litter clearance. 

As well as musical entertainment, 
students will get involved in activi¬ 
ties such as Blind Fold Long Jump, 
Silent Disco, the Granny Grand Prix 
and Zorbing. 

With the coastline now over six 
miles away from the festival, organ¬ 
isers are hoping to take the beach 
with them with plans to re-create a 
seaside resort onsite. 

Their problems in Cornwall arose 
from ongoing debates with council¬ 
lors over planning permission. 

A premises license, always 
required for festivals was granted 
without issue. But planning permis¬ 
sion was also required for campsites 
on protected land and was refused 10 
days prior to the festival. 

The two founders of Beach Break 
Live appeared on BBC2’s Dragons’ 
Den programme in 2007. 

Their pitch for the UK’s first stu¬ 
dent-only festival won over all four 
Dragons but they turned down the 
offers given.

CAMPAIGNERS fighting to 
increase pressure on Eurostar to 
promote and expand services from 
Ashford International Station are 
urging the community to back their 
efforts. 

Last week Minister of State for the 
Department of Transport, Lord Adonis, 
announced a financial restructuring of London 
and Continental Railways, including Eurostar, 
that would bring it into government control. 

Edith Robson from Willesborough, who for 
two years led the fight against cuts and won the 
battle for the return of token Brussels services, 
said: “It is essential the Government realises we 
have not gone away, we want Ashford trains to 
be reinstated, and we realise the Government 
can no longer say they have no power to help.” 

She has already written to the minister 
reminding him of the loss of 11 Eurostar serv¬ 
ices with the opening of Ebbsfleet station in 
November, 2007, despite her petition with 
15,000 signatures of protest to Downing Street. 

She pointed out that surveys by passengers 
indicated that 88 per cent would prefer to use 


Ashford, rather than the Eurostar claims that 
60 per cent favoured using Ebbsfleet. 

Claims that Ebbsfleet would spark a £10 mil¬ 
lion regeneration to the area are on hold due to 
the economic situation. 

She said: “Ashford by comparison is still 
actively growing. Would it not make sense to 
maximise its international travel potential? 

“Numbers on Ashford’s re-instated direct 
services to Brussels are promising... We have 
many businesses which were set up here 
because they could access three capitals within 
two hours. They really need your support.” 

Ex-employee of Eurostar John Davies from 
North Street, Ashford, has also written to Lord 


Adonis. He said: “I believe Eurostar managers 
have been forced into this uncomfortable posi¬ 
tion on Ebbsfleet by past ministers who were 
looking at the overall Thames Gateway project. 

“Having challenged senior managers on their 
anti-Ashford policy, it leads me to conclude they 
do not believe company policy is sound. 

‘We have lost most of our Eurostar services 
now, which has put a brake on inward invest¬ 
ment into Ashford and east Kent.” 

He said the local French and Belgian commu¬ 
nity had been betrayed. 

Both are urging the public to fire off protest 
letters to the ministry and MPs demanding the 
return of full services to Europe from Ashford.

and housing on its 800-acre farm. 

The plans were shelved in April 
2007, but the future of the college 
was left in doubt. Imperial ended 
all agricultural courses at Wye and 
closed the research departments. 

Its land is rented to local farmers. 

Ashford council’s planning strat¬ 
egy for Wye is to maintain a “high- 
quality knowledge-based pres¬ 
ence”. About 100 students have 
been taking business courses at the 
college, run by the University of 
Kent, but they will end this year. 

Mrs Braithwaite said: “An 
Ashford council survey was 
absolutely clear that villagers want 
affordable housing for local people 
and families. Wye does not need 
more housing for the elderly.” 

Parish clerk Jenny Oram said: 
“The parish council held a meeting 
with the architects about this 
scheme in October. The minutes 
were on our website in November, 
and in the library. The issue was 
also on the front page of the 
newsletter delivered to every 
household. 

“I don’t think any parish council 
does as much as we do to put 
things in the public domain.” 

A meeting of the parish council’s 
planning working group, which is 
open to the public, will be held 
tomorrow at the Methodist hall 
from 7.15pm. 


Town's rising thirst 
for water will cause 
more traffic delays 


SOUTHERN Water is working on a 
multi-million pound wastewater 
infrastructure project across the 
south east of the town. 

The scheme will mean substantial 
disruption along the roads where the 
work will be carried out. 

Willesborough will bear the brunt 
of the work as contractors dig the 
sewer system from Orbital Park 
along Hunter Road to the Bybrook 
waste water treatment plant. 

The project will see a new 4km 
sewer constructed, to secure waste- 
water services in Willesborough as 
well as supporting future develop¬ 
ments in the Cheeseman’s Green 
and Waterbrook areas of the town. 

The project is seen as an important 
stage in the growth of the town. 

Work on the new pipeline started 
on June 15, with a temporary closure 
of part of Bentley Road. 

Southern Water project engineer 
Gary Sayers said: “The improvement 
works in Ashford are vital to allow 
for further development. Working in 
a thriving town like Ashford, we 


understand people’s concerns about 
noise and traffic and we will be mak¬ 
ing every effort to minimise disrup¬ 
tion while this important scheme is 
carried out.” 

The contractor 4Delivery has been 
working closely with Kent Highway 
Services to plan the traffic manage¬ 
ment and it says all diversions will 
be clearly marked. 

So far, £42 million has been spent 
by Southern Water upgrading the 
area’s water system. The latest 
works will include a new pumping 
station in Sevington. 

Mr Sayers said: “Health and safety 
is a priority, so careful management 
of the traffic and pedestrian walk¬ 
way is required and we will be work¬ 
ing closely with the local council and 
the community during the work to 
ensure construction traffic does not 
adversely impact congestion. 

“We wish to reassure residents 
that while the nature of our work 
unfortunately does cause some dis¬ 
ruption, we will work safely and 
with them in mind.” 
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Questionnaire sent out to 
decide on name change 

CONTROVERSY surrounding changing 
the name of Church Lane into Church Road 
in Kenardington has taken another twist. 

Ashford council has now sent out a ques¬ 
tionnaire asking people if they would like 
the name of the highway near Hamstreet 
returned to its original name. 

New road signs were recently replaced in 
the area annoying residents. 

Geoff Comes who is campaigning to have 
the name changed back said: “I have been 
talking to people who have had to change 
the address on their stationary and even a 
name plaque. If put to the vote most people 
want it changed back. The name change 
was not put through the parish council; no 
one knew anything about it. I now have 127 
people who have signed my petition.” 

Mr Comes alleges some members of the 
parish council asked for the name change 
without following the proper procedure. 

Decision time date looms 
for airport expension 

A DATE has been set for the long-awaited 
meeting to determine whether the contro¬ 
versial expansion of Ashford Airport in 
Lydd goes ahead. 

A full meeting of Shepway council, which 
is responsible planning permission for the 
airport, will happen on July 9. They will 
determine two applications, one for a new 
terminal building capable of handling up to 
500,000 passengers a year, and one for a 
444 metre runway extension, both were 
made in December 2006 and have been the 
source of much controversy ever since. 

The meeting will be at the Civic Centre in 
Folkestone. 

Beware of the dangers 
of listeria when cooking 

AS part of food safety week Ashford council 
is highlighting the problem of listeria. 

It has published a new page on its website 
highlighting the dangers of the bug when 
cooking at home. 

Listeria causes more deaths in the UK 
each year than Salmonella and E.coli com¬ 
bined. It can be particularly serious for vul¬ 
nerable people. More than 95 per cent of 
people who get food poisoning from listeria 
end up in hospital.

Why Lorraine 
is drawn to 
eye of storm

CHASING the most powerful and 
destructive forces of nature on the 
planet is far from an activity for 
the faint of heart. 

But one IT analyst from Ashford has spent 
the last decade studying some of America’s 
most violent tornadoes. 

Lorraine Evans, 30, who works for the NHS 
in Folkestone, featured in ITVs Nature’s Fury 
programme screened earlier this month with 
documentary maker Chris Terrill. 

Last summer the small team of British 
storm enthusiasts headed out to the Mid- 
Western states of the US to capture the devas¬ 
tating power of tornados. 

Ms Evans said: “Ever since we had the 
storms of 1987 here in the UK, I have been fas¬ 
cinated by weather and have done an awful lot 
of research. 

“After watching the film Twister I put a post 
VIOLENT: Tornado damage in Oklahoma on a storm-chasing forum about how you 



would go about it, and a couple of months later, 
a guy from Oklahoma called Dave Ewoldt got 
back to me. 

“We went out to America in 2000 and I’ve 
been going back ever since.” 

The documentary examined tornadoes from 
the perspective of storm victims and the team 
passed through a number of sites that had 
been affected by storm damage. 

She said: “Last year was a bit nuts. We got 
pretty close to tornadoes as we wanted to expe¬ 
rience what it was like having huge balls of 
hail falling on us at about lOOmph. 

“At the end of the film we were in Aurora 
Nebraska. We got caught out by a downdraft 
wind that hit us at llOmph and nearly made 
the van roll. We laughed about it later, but I 
think we were all in shock.” 

Lorraine added: “There is an excitement 
about being involved in storm-chasing, but 
people get into it for different reasons. I’m a 
keen photographer and just admire the beau¬ 
ty of the storms.”

THE controversial road has made the list of the 
Prime Minister’s top building projects. 

The scheme, described by Top Gear presenter 
Jeremy Clarkson as having been designed by 
idiots, is one of 24 public building projects singled 
out for their innovation, and design quality. 

The Better Public Building Award is sponsored 
jointly by the Commission for Architecture and the 
Built Environment (CABE), the Office of 
Government Commerce and the Department for 
Business, Innovation and Skills. 

Tessa Kordeczka from CABE said: “The judges 
are confident all the projects are of high quality 
and merit being shortlisted.”

Student reaches 
out in the battle 

against poverty 


AN 18-year-old from Kennington 
is spending his spare time from 
university improving the lives of 
children in Kenya. 

Mark Wilson, who has just finished his first 
year studying education at Canterbury 
Christ Church University, travelled to the 
country as part of a community outreach pro¬ 
gramme in April. 

He said: “It was a life changing experience 
and I have thoroughly enjoyed every minute 
of it. The community spirit in Kenya is some¬ 
thing I have never seen before. The way the 
people group together to resolve their prob¬ 
lems is truly inspiring.” 

He spent his time in the village of 
Kikambala with other volunteers providing 
school children with new equipment provid¬ 
ed with the help of Ashford businesses. They 
also helped redecorate the school and provid¬ 
ed a new pump for the village well. 

He said: “The poverty is inconceivable but 
there is an unbroken community spirit 
which is a moving experience to be a part of. 
An elder of the village I had never met before 
came over, shook my hand and said: ‘Me 
today, you tomorrow, you today, me tomor¬ 
row’. It really made me think a lot about the 
comparisons of living in the western world.”

The project has set up links between 
Ashford Rotarians and their counterparts in 
Mombasa, which Mr Wilson hopes will grow 
stronger in the coming years. 

He now has ambitions to start a project 
concentrating on the problems created by 
HIV/Aids in the country and is determined to 
return there while continuing his education. 

He said: “While I was there it dawned on 
me how serious the problem is. There is a 
huge stigma attached with it. A lack of 
knowledge and education seems to be the 
main problem.” 

Mr Wilson also recently received an award 
with other students at Christchurch for his 
volunteer work. 

Judy Challis, volunteering co-ordinator at 
the university said: “Volunteering is impor¬ 
tant for all students, not just for their CV, but 
it shows them to have a more rounded per¬ 
sonality. Initiatives such as this strengthen 
the university’s ties with the wider commu¬ 
nity and it is something we hope to continue 
in the future.” 

Mr Wilson said: “I look forward to return¬ 
ing soon to follow up on some of the things I 
did not have time to do the first time around. 
I will also return to see some great friends.”

Tracey Kerly, head of housing at Ashford 
council said: “It’s fantastic news and well 
deserved but the heroes are not just the team 
which are changing the lives of the residents of 
Stanhope but the tenants themselves who 
believed in them and stuck with them and 
helped us all deliver solutions that worked.”

By 2012 the project will see the refurbish¬ 
ment of 323 homes and the replacement of 
seven blocks of apartments with 442 new high 
quality homes. Seventy percent of these will be 
available for rent or shared ownership through 
Moat, while 30 per cent will be for sale on the 
open market.

Festival Creates 
a great line up 

THE line up for this summer’s Create Festival 
in Victoria Park has been announced. 

It includes up-and-coming singer-songwriter 
Nick Harrison (recently signed to A&M 
records) and alternative rockers Hold Fire 
(soon to release their debut album after a tour 
of the UK and Japan) playing the main stage. 

The event will be finished off by Status Quo 
tribute act Counterfeit Quo. 

This will be the 40th year of the festival and 
the last in its current format as it seeks new 
funding due to council cutbacks. 

Around 5,000 people are expected to visit the 
festival, which will also include the Right Track 
Music School Stage for up-and-coming local 
bands and the DJ stage, run by new under¬ 
ground label Sideways Recordings. This year 
organisers received 140 applications from 
bands and artists from all over the UK. 

On top of the music there will be a worldwide 
funfair, various exhibition stalls, face painting, 
children’s attractions and much more. 

Chris Dixon, Arts Development Officer for 
Ashford Borough Council, said: “The festival 
doesn’t need selling given the big names we 
have attracted to Ashford this year. This is all 
thanks to our dedicated team of volunteers and 
music providers who work so hard, year on 
year to make Ashford’s day a roaring success.”

What is the best way to make your garden as friendly as 
iible for birds and animals? 

A I always tell people they can do a lot of good 
just by being a bit lazy If you leave some 
patches of grass to grow long or let piles of 
leaves collect, you’ll attract insects, which pro¬ 
vides food for birds and other wildlife. 

If you relish a spot of gardening, trees like 
birch and rowan, or shrubs like pyracantha or 
hawthorn are good. Even some non-native flow¬ 
ers work well - buddleias and sedum attract 
butterflies. Plant one and you’ll be able to meas¬ 
ure its success instantly - sit back and watch as 
the butterflies flock to your handiwork.

And what are the most exotic? 


A Birds like swifts and house martins might 
not seem exotic but they’ve made incredible 
journeys from Africa to get here. Warblers will 


have done the same. They might not look much, 
but just listen to them sing - their song is one 
of my favourite sounds of summer. 

The willow warbler’s song is particularly 
beautiful, a descending harmony of notes that 
starts softly and ends with a fancy flourish. 

From the other end of the globe, look out for 
redwings and fieldfares from Scandinavia, 
especially if you’ve got bird-feeders. Both look a 
bit like song thrushes, in fact they’re related to 
them, but redwings have rusty-red flanks, and 
fieldfares have orangey-yellow breasts.

How can people spot rarer creatures such as badgers? 


Q What are the most common creatures that can be 
spotted in gardens in Kent? 

A lt can really depend on the garden itself - 
the more ‘wildlife-friendly’ features you’ve 
got, the more species you’re likely to see. Kent 
does pretty well for starlings and house spar¬ 
rows, although numbers are nothing like they 
used to be. Kent has also seen more great tits in 
recent years, and more greenfinches too. 

At this time of year, also look out for hedge¬ 
hogs feeding on worms as dusk falls and for 
butterflies like common blues and large whites.

Is climate change a factor for local wildlife? 


A I’ve been told off for using the analogy of 
canaries down the mine before - mainly 
because it’s a terrible pun - but that’s exactly 
what wildlife is, especially birds, when it comes 
to detecting the impact climate change is hav¬ 
ing on our world. 

Last year, an RSPB (Royal Society for the 
Protection of Birds) and BTO (British Trust for 
Ornithology) study found that chaffinches are 
now laying eggs about a week earlier than they 
did in the mid-1960s, and that blue tits, robins 
and swallows are showing similar patterns. It 
might not seem much, but birds like blue tits 
only have one brood per year, and they actually 
time it to coincide with the emergence of cater¬ 
pillars. The last few years have seen a shortage 
of caterpillars at this crucial time because the 
chicks have arrived too early. 


A Contact Kent Wildlife Trust, who’ll put you 
in touch with some good badger-watching 
sites. If you have badgers using your garden, 
keep an eye out around dusk and into the 
evening, as this is when they’re most likely to 
forage for food. Badgers are very social crea¬ 
tures, so they’ll also use this time to play - a 
marvellous sight if you’re lucky enough to see it. 

If you reckon badgers are in the area, you can 
encourage them by putting food out - they love 
peanuts especially. While it’s not great to feed 
them loads of sugary things, they also have a 
remarkably sweet tooth, so putting out the odd 
bit of cake will be much appreciated.

How did you get involved in wildlife conservation? 


A I grew up in the Cotswolds and spent end¬ 
less summers as a child peering under 
rocks, digging about in the dirt, and generally 
driving my mum potty with all the wonders I’d 
found. I remember finding a fossil once and 
sending it off to the Really Wild Show, hoping 
the show’s presenter Chris Packham would 
knock on my door. Now I’m working for the 
RSPB, Chris is our vice-president and I’ve been 
lucky enough to meet him.

LamHonTs High hopes for 
Scarecrow of the South

A 100ft statue dubbed the Scare¬ 
crow of the South could soon be 
welcoming visitors to Romney 
Marsh and be seen as far away as 
France. 

Based on legendary fictional smuggler Dr 
Syn, the prospective landmark could be south 
Kent’s answer to Mark Wallinger’s White 
Horse monument to be built at Ebbsfleet - 
which has been called the Angel of the South. 

This would see Kent have two new tourist 
attractions to bring in visitors. 

The statue project is the brainchild of pub 
landlord and author Niko Miaoulis and artist 
Terry Anthony, who together have continued 
to promote the character inspired by Russell 
Thorndike’s novels. 

The idea is still in its early stages, but land 
has already been set aside for the statue at 
Haguelands Farm and informal discussions 
are taking place with Shepway council. 

Mr Anthony, whose paintings of Dr Syn have 
been used in novels and DVD covers, said the 
idea came about when he and Niko were dis¬ 
cussing how best to refurbish the 500-year-old 
Ship Inn. 

He said: “We were talking about creating a 
smuggling theme in the pub and there was a 
suggestion of a statue outside the entrance 
and it just grew from there. 

“Using statues as huge pieces of art seems to 
be in vogue at the moment and it’s just what 
the marsh needs. It’s not a rival to the horse in 
Ebbsfleet - that’s a long way away from here - 
but it would be an incredible draw. 

“It is an unusual idea. I’m pretty sure there 
will be objections, but 90 per cent of the people 
I’ve spoken to think it’s wonderful.”

Landlord Mr Miaoulis, who has relaunched 
the Ship Inn as a shrine to the Dr Syn myth, 
said: “The story is firmly rooted in local 
history. The character itself can be traced back 
to the 1700s and is an amalgam of three differ¬ 
ent people. 

“The idea just snowballed and there’s been a 
huge groundswell of support. 

“The geography of the marsh lends itself 
to it. We can already see pylons and wind tur¬ 
bines, which are not exactly pretty, but this 
would be something meaningful for the 
marsh. 

“It would be a very public monument and 
will probably even be seen from France.” 

Initial estimates suggest the statue could be 
60ft-100 ft high but would not dominate the 
landscape in the same way as the wind tur¬ 


bines or pylons. By comparison, a turbine is 
about 400 ft in height. The statue would be 
made out of black stainless steel to withstand 
all weathers, with the maize maze site at 
Haguelands Farm touted as a possible location. 

Mr Anthony said last year’s DVD release of 
Disney’s 1964 film of the story, which starred 
Patrick McGoohan, had generated even more 
interest in the character’s mythology. 

He said: “If they commission a remake, it 
would be the icing on the cake. I’m not sure 
how they would do it, but the scarecrow could 
be silhouetted and would make for a fabulous 
backdrop.” 

Leading London theatre producer Mark 
Sinden and Chris Hogben, star of TV’s 
Bargain Hunt, have also thrown their support 
behind the project.

Give football's minnow nations 
a little World Cup of their own 


THE England v Andorra qualify¬ 
ing match for next year’s World 
Cup was a nice little run out for 
our top players, who are now all 
away on a beach somewhere. 

And they left in style - 6-0 was a good result 
even if their opponents are really nothing 
more that an average non-league team. 

They would probably turn Ashford or 
Folkestone over - but I think Dover might be 
a bit too much for them. 

And as the argument goes - you can only 
beat the opposition you are set up against. 

But the question remains, should nations 
such as England even be playing against the 
likes of Andorra? 

The same night as England triumphed the 
Faroe Islands were in action and got away 
with a 2-0 home defeat to Serbia. 

Malta played as well and lost 4-0 to Sweden. 

Not in action were such giants of the 
European game as San Marino - actually 
ranked at 191 in the world just below Bhutan 


and Macau - various offshoots of the old Asian 
part of the USSR and even places such as 
Luxembourg, who have always played in 
European qualification to no avail whatsoever. 

But I don’t feel smaller nations should be 
deprived of the chance to play in the World Cup. 

Cricket and rugby have offered the ideal 
solution. Have a preliminary tournament with 
these countries in a group on their own. 

San Marino v Malta might be competitive. At 
least the players from both sides would improve 
in proper games, not one-sided massacres. 

They would learn to play together and attack 
- not just pack their own penalty area and try 
to foul anyone who makes a run at them. 

And if enough of these groups - such as 
another one for the Eastern Europeans - could 
be set up the winners of each could play off. 

Then the winners of a sort of minnows world 
cup could have a shot at qualification for the 
tournament itself by playing the third placed 
team in Oceania, or the fourth best side in 
Asia, or the runners-up from North America. 

That way they would actually have a realis¬ 


tic chance of playing in the finals themselves. 

Fans of mid-ranking clubs may find this 
unfair but at least the likes of Belarus, 
Norway and Latvia can compete against Italy, 
Holland and Germany. 

This appears so sensible, I wonder why it 
isn’t done. 

Oh yes, I realise now. 

Money. 

Every match played is a chance to get a 
crowd in sell replica shirts, burgers and hot- 
dogs and have the TV rights haggled over. 

Also there is the vote - every country has 
one so I don’t suppose the Maltese FA are miss 
out on the odd money-spinner against France. 

But a look at the wider picture might see 
their football progress to a point where it is 
worthwhile them playing the game and not 
just losing 5-0 every time they take the field.

Save our fish stocks 
by going vegetarian 

Pret A Manger should be congratu¬ 
lated for removing tuna sandwiches 
from its stores after learning about 
the dangers of commercial fishing 


methods from the new film, The 
End Of The Line. 

Commercial fishing of the oceans 
has devastated both fish stocks and 
the aquatic environment. But tuna 
is not the only fish affected. Herring, 
cod, hake, redfish and mackerel are 
the fish species most commonly 
exploited commercially across the 
world - some of which are close to 
becoming extinct as a result. 

When one species declines, anoth¬ 
er is targeted, meaning the fishing 
industry is causing the collapse of 
the world’s fisheries. 

If companies and consumers are 
truly concerned about protecting 
this valuable eco-system, they 
should not turn to alternative 
species, such as salmon, to replace 
tuna, but opt for vegetarian ingredi¬ 
ents instead - which are totally sus¬ 
tainable and healthy. 

Tuna are also among the most 
contaminated fish, so even if you 
don’t care about the environment, 
you may care about your health. 

This is because fish at the top of 
the food chain (such as tuna, shark, 
swordfish, tilefish and king macker¬ 
el), have the highest concentrations 
of persistent organic pollutants. 

The Government says women of 
child-bearing age and children 
under 16 should not eat large 
amounts of tuna because of poten¬ 
tial methylmercury exposure.

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Their third album 'Echo Park' (2001), spawned the hit single "Buck Rogers" and became their first gold certified 
album, followed by the platinum selling forth album 'Comfort in Sound' (2002). 

Their fifth album 'Pushing the Senses' (2005), became the band's highest charting release peaking at #2 and 
spawned a headline appearance at the Download Festival. The album's chart peak was matched a year later in 
2006 by their singles compilation, and gained the band another platinum certification in the UK. In June 2008, the 
band released their sixth album 'Silent Cry', followed by a main stage appearance at Reading and Leeds festivals, 
where they performed 3rd on the bill, before Metallica and Tenacious D. 


ASH 

First formed in 1992, childhood mates Tim Wheeler (guitar/vocals), Mark Hamilton (bass), and Rick "Rock" 
McMurray (drums) shared a love for the raw British punk of the Buzzcocks and crafted their musical talents to take 
the Brit-pop scene by storm at the start of the decade. NME was swooning over these 'teen punkers from Belfast', 
and by 1994 Ash had signed to Infectious Records to issue the Trailer EP later that fall. 

Their glossy youth was undoubtedly alluring, yet their Irish roots exuded a bit of an American flair similar to the 
likes of Pavement and the Lemonheads. They weren't even out of high school before three singles hit the Top Five 
in the U.K. indie charts. A year later marked Ash's full-length debut with '1977'. 

They were headlining major festivals - T in the Park, Glastonbury, Roskilde, and Reading - and playing countless 
club dates across the globe. Their next controversial album, 'Nu-Clear Sounds' (1998), had Garbage's Butch Vig 
(Smashing Pumpkins, Nirvana) at the mixing board which delivered a much darker record. 'Free All Angels' 
followed in April 2001, with 'Meltdown', the band's first stateside release for Record Collection, arriving in spring 
2005. In 2007 the group released 'Twilight of the Innocents', the album they claimed would be their last. 

Interestingly, however, they also assured their fans that they were not breaking up; instead, they would only 
release singles in response to consumer trends. 


FEEDER 


With 28 hit singles and 6 top ten albums, the mighty Feeder will be bringing the greatest hits from their 
multi-platinum selling back catalogue to the main stage at this year's Hevy Music Festival. 


Feeder formed in Newport, South Wales in 1992 by songwriter Grant Nicholas (vocals, guitar) and Jon Lee 
(drums), later joined by bassist Taka Hirose. The group's debut studio album 'Polythene' (1997) won the accolade 
of Metal Hammer magazine's #1 album of the year. It produced five singles including the song "High" which 
became Feeder's UK Top 40 breakthrough. Their second album 'Yesterday Went Too Soon' (1999), was their first 
appearance in the top 10 charts. 



GARY NUMAN 


An awe-inspiring career spanning over 30 years with 22 studio albums (3 No. Is), 19 live albums and 59 hit 
singles, the 'Godfather of Electro' and true living legend Gary Numan will join the main stage line-up for a rare 
festival appearance at this year's Hevy Music Festival. 

His first solo single 'Cars' spent weeks on the charts in 1980 and paved the way for an entirely new genre of 
'alternative' music. That seminal track helped usher in the synth pop era on both sides of the Atlantic, where he 
was a genuine pop star and consistent hitmaker during the early '80s. Even after new wave had petered out, 
Numan's impact continued to make itself felt; his dark, paranoid vision, theatrically icy alien persona, and clinical, 
robotic sound were echoed strongly in the work of many goth rock and industrial artists to come.

THE mention of Bohemia might 
have plenty of people in the UK - 
including even some seasoned trav¬ 
ellers - scratching their heads and 
reaching for the map of Europe. 

But after a visit to historic Prague, the capi¬ 
tal of the Czech Republic, I found it a great 
place to escape the hustle and bustle - all 
within a 90-minute drive from the city and its 
airport.

edge of the Sumava National Park, we could 
walk all day through woods, hills and fields, 
seeing hardly another soul. 

For real outdoor enthusiasts, it’s possible to 
mountain-bike for more than 30 miles on 
undisturbed trails as far as the German border. 

Two hours after leaving our farmhouse 
retreat, a walk brought us to the former silver¬ 
mining village of Hory Matla Boz - it means 
Mountains of the Mother of God - where our

host, guide and interpreter Richard Eccles took 
us into the local inn, the sort of place where 
time seems to have stood still. 

I enjoyed a simple rustic meal of the delicious 
local soup kulajda, made of milk, cream, eggs, 
potato, cumin and dill, that arrived in a huge 
_. bowl and cost about 50 pence a head. It was 
washed down with a pint of beer costing 
about 65 pence. 

The area’s rich history is celebrated with 
joy in the fairytale town of Cesky Krumlov, 
about a 90-minute drive from the Ujzed 
farmhouse. 

Painstakingly-renovated houses and cot¬ 
tages line the winding cobbled streets, 
squares and courtyards of what is hailed as 
one of the best-preserved Renaissance 
towns in Europe, together with one of the 
world’s best two 17-century baroque the¬ 
atres. 

We ate in the welcoming cavem-like base¬ 
ment of the Satlav restaurant, where a 
huge barbecue grill warms the air. 

Traditional garlic soup comes with a loaf 
of bread serving as its bowl (£1.50), while 
the main course of pecene koleno - roasted 
pork knee, with mustard, horseradish, 
bread and potato pancakes (£6.50) - could 
just about feed a family of four. 

Beer fans will love Bohemia. The famous 
Pilsner Urquell brewery in Pilzen, produc¬ 
ing beer for more than 170 years, offers 
informative guided tours and has an excel¬ 
lent museum nearby with its own pub 
attached. 

We were taken to the Modra Hvezda 
Hotel in the picturesque town of Dobrany, 
where master brewer Petr Petrulasek, 42, 
single-handedly and lovingly produces 
40,000 litres of ale a year, all of it drunk in 
the hotel and restaurant’s own bars. 

At 11am the wood-panelled bar and din¬ 
ing rooms, dominated by the copper brew¬ 
ing vats, were almost full with workers 
taking their traditional early lunch. 

Petr produces his list of beers, ranging 
from a modest 3.8 per cent strength to an 
alarming 9 per cent special Christmas ale, 
and suggests we taste them all in turn. We 
opt for a more modest programme, bearing 
in mind the time of day. 

He saw us on our way with a glass of his 
speciality pivni palenka - a spirit distilled 
from one of his beers with a strength of 50 
per cent. Fortunately, we had a driver.

We don't want to buy,

A SURVEY by PropertyLive.co.uk has 
revealed that 20 per cent of people view 
houses just to snoop around other peo¬ 
ple’s homes.

Interest rates are held 

THE Bank of England has announced it 
is holding interest rates at 0.5 per cent 
for the third consecutive month. 

The level of interest was announced 
alongside a continued focus on quantita¬ 
tive easing. 

Housing market specialists were left 
unsurprised by the news, which had 
been predicted for some time. However, 
they added it was a good move.

Rent market for houses 
shows encouraging signs 
but flats lagging behind 


HOUSES and flats have gone in 
different ways in the rental mar¬ 
ket, with houses beginning to show 
the first signs of recovery. 

FindaProperty.com’s rental index for May 
discovered the average asking rent remained 
unchanged, despite being 5.5 per cent lower 
than last year, with signs the rental market for 
houses and flats was beginning to divide. 

A fall in house supply in the rental market 
was seen for the third consecutive month, as 
well as a modest rise in rents, while flats con¬ 
tinued to suffer from rising supply and falling 
rents. 

Properties were on the rental market for 16 
days longer than in May last year, with 
FindaProperty saying “there are early signs of 
recovery with monthly rental growth in the 
South East”. Rental yield fell slightly to 4.56 
per cent, with average yields now standing at

4.31 per cent for houses and 5.25 per cent for 
flats. 

Andrew Smith, head of the research, said: “A 
slowing in the increase of supply and signs 
that asking rents are beginning to stabilise 
indicate that we may be close to the bottom of 
the rental market. 

Full swing 

“However, the house and flat markets con¬ 
tinue to polarise, with houses starting to show 
a sustained recovery thanks to falling supply 
levels and rising prices, while the flat market 
seems to be lagging behind with increasing 
supply levels and asking rents that continue 
to fall.” 

In the capital, asking rents were experienc¬ 
ing a rise of 0.4 per cent for May, now standing 


at £1,630 pcm, compared with the average UK 
asking rent of £819. 

The largest month-on-month increase in 
rents was experienced in Scotland, where a 
rise of 0.9 per cent took the average asking 
rent to £693 per month. 

The West Midlands also experienced a 0.3 
per cent month-on-month increase in rental 
prices, which FindaProperty.com said was 
driven partially by a 1.9 per cent increase in 
rents for properties in Birmingham. 

Mr Smith said: “In line with the overall pic¬ 
ture of the UK rental market, there are some 
early signs of regional revival, with London 
and the South East leading the way in 
England, and Scotland also experiencing 
rental growth. However, there is still a long 
way to go until the recovery is in full swing. 

“All of the regions continue to show year-on- 
year rental declines and a number of regional 
cities are still registering double-digit falls in 
price.

SLK's class shows in the 
race to be best crop top 


IN one way the Mercedes-Benz 
SLK has been the top crop top 
since the original arrived in 1996, 
with an electric folding hardtop. 

Only recently have some two-seat roadster 
rivals matched this secure and all-year weath¬ 
er protection, but the Merc struggled for cred¬ 
ibility due to the first generation car’s limp 
driving experience. 

Fortunately, this image has been turned 
around by its 2004 replacement; while carry¬ 
ing over that clever roof - which makes the car 
look great when up or down - the SLK Mark 
II is sharper-suited with a front end inspired 
by the McLaren Mercedes SLR supercar. 

The interior is well arranged, though start¬ 
ing to look cheaper as newer rivals emerge; the 
more affordable 200 Kompressor (£29,445) 
entry model wears it better than the £36,580 
3.5-litre version tested here - especially when 
extras take the final bill to fifty-plus grand. 

But you forgive lots when you walk out to 
the SLK; it looks good and is easy to get into 
when you have waited a long time to realise a 
two-seat dream.

Once in motion, it feels solid even with roof 
down and the wind deflector - £210 extra, I’m 
afraid - and side windows allow easy conver¬ 
sation even at the legal motorway limit. 

For the SLK is that rare sports car truly 
suited to a long distance business meeting or 
weekend away; the folded roof steals boot 
space, but there is room for two decent-size 
soft bags - capacity drops from 300 to 208 
litres when the roof is retracted - and plenty 
of stowage inside the cabin. 

The £200 ‘Direct Steering’ pack on our car 
made the wheel a bit too light, but the SLK’s 
rear-driven chassis is beautifully-weighted 
and the optional sports chassis (£185) is set up 
to hug even tighter to comers, yet ride quality 
is excellent for this category. 

Past experience shows the test car’s 229bhp 
3,498cc V6 is probably the best power option, 
though the 200 Kompressor and awesome 5.5- 
litre V8 AMG mount strong arguments. 

However, the smooth V6 feels blunted some¬ 
what by the £1,575 seven-speed auto trans¬ 
mission. It changes smoothly, can be driven 
in manual mode and does not dent the car’s 
performance, but I wonder if it might be liber¬ 
ated more by a self-shifter?

The 23-year-old from Ashford is 
in the men’s eight for the second 
round in Munich, Germany, which 
begins on Friday. 

Britain underlined their reputa¬ 
tion as a rowing powerhouse in the 
first of the three World Cup regat¬ 
tas in Banyoles, Spain, last month. 
Team GB won nine gold medals at 
the event to finish with 94 points, 
56 more than nearest challengers 
Italy. Ransley won a bronze medal 
as the eights came in third behind 
Italy and Poland. 

The points tally means Britain 
are hot favourites to win the over¬ 
all title after the final round in 
Lucerne, Switzerland next month. 
Despite the healthy lead there will 
be more competition in a larger 
field in Munich.

Performance Director, said: ‘We 
had some marvellous results in 
Banyoles and won the overall 
World Cup points tally there but 
we don't expect such a straightfor¬ 
ward ride in Munich.” 

As well as World Cup points, 
places in the GB team for the World 
and European Championships 
held later this year, are also at 
stake for those competing. 

There will be plenty of local 
interest in Ransley’s race, as he is 
joined by Tom Solesbury from 
Petts Wood and Heme Bay’s Dan 
Ritchie, who has recovered the 
injury which kept him out of 
Banyoles. Ransley and Solesbury 
competed against each other in 
this year’s boat race, with the lat¬ 
ter’s Oxford crew coming out on 
top.

Lovel waits to learn his 
future at Homelands

STEVE Lovell will find out if he 
will continue as Ashford Town 
manager for next season, as negoti¬ 
ations between the club’s owners 
are due to end this week. 

The Ashford Town manager has been left in 
the dark surrounding his future since the end 
of last season. The club have been hit by finan¬ 
cial problems, following a dispute between 
Ashford’s owners Don Crosbie and Tony 
Betteridge, that became apparent in April. 

However, Lovell believes both his and the 


club’s uncertain future will be resolved this 
week. 

He said: “I have been told there are a num¬ 
ber of discussions going on behind the scenes, 
but I should know my future. Negotiations 
have been taking place and I have been told 
there will be a verdict for definite.” 

If Lovell is announced as the Ashford man¬ 
ager for next season, he will have just six 
weeks to build a squad ready for the beginning 
of the Ryman South campaign. 

Town have released their pre-season sched¬ 
ule, which is the clearest indication yet that 
Ashford will be taking part in the Ryman 
South next season. 

All of Town’s pre-season fixtures are away 
from Homelands, apart from a game against 
new tenants Maidstone United on July 25. 
Ashford begin their pre-season with a trip to 


Holmesdale on July 14 and games against 
Tunbridge Wells, Margate, Ashford Town 
(Middlesex) and Thamesmead Town will fol¬ 
low. 

Lovell is disappointed Ashford’s behind the 
scenes problems have prevented them from 
attracting bigger teams to play against during 
pre-season. 

He said: ‘We have had to organise pre-sea- 
son friendlies so that if we have a team play¬ 
ing in the league next season we will be able to 
get the squad ready in time. The players need 
to get a few games under their belts before the 
season begins. 

“I am a little bit disappointed with who we 
are due to play. I would have liked to have 
played some bigger sides, maybe even Football 
League, but in order to do that we would have 
had to organise well in advance.”

Camier eyes the 
double in World 
Superbike series 

LEON Camier will take on the best super¬ 
bike riders in the world after being handed 
a wild card for the British round of the 
World Superbike Championship later this 
month. 

The Ashford rider has dominated the 
British Superbike Championship this sea¬ 
son winning six of the eight races so far. The 
22-year-old is hoping to take his form into 
the World series event and cause an upset 
at Donington Park on June 26. 

He said: “Ever since the team told me we 
were going to be given wild cards at 
Donington Park, I have been counting down 
the days. It is going to be really interesting 
to see how we perform against the World 
Superbike teams. 

“We know the competition will be tough, 
but we'll be working flat out to see a British 
team on the podium at our home round. 
Hopefully the Airwaves Yamaha fans will 
be there to support us.” 

The event will see Camier meet up with 
Sheppey rider and former team-mate 
Shane Byrne, who rides for Sterilgarda 
Ducati. Byrne is the last Brit to win the 
British round of the World Superbike 
Championship as a wild card rider, after 
recording a memorable double win at 
Brands Hatch in 2003. 

Before Camier can focus on causing an 
upset at Donington, he has the small mat¬ 
ter of maintaining his championship lead 
with the series heading to Snetterton this 
weekend. 

The Norfolk circuit is a favourite of the 
championship leader, after he secured his 
first career British Superbike race win at 
the venue this time last year. 

With one of his main rivals Sylvain 
Guintoli out for ten weeks after a freak acci¬ 
dent, it is looking as though Camier will 
battle with team-mate James Ellison for 
the 2009 title. Just 38 points separates the 
Airwaves Yamaha riders in the standings.
